The 
questions 
submitted 
are 
those which can more nearly be 
answered with a yes or a no, al­ 
though qualifying comments are 
requested, if the voter feels it to 
be required to express his view's. 


It should be remembered that a 
bill, in the complicated process of 
being considered in the Congress, 
can be amended in many ways 
before Its final passage. 
In some 
cases, a bill can be changed be­ 
yond recognition between its start 


and its finish. This is the reason 
why it is many times difficult to 
say whether you are for or against 
a mea sure when it is introduced, 
but we can express ourselves on 
Hs intents and purposs. 
There are several reasons for 
my submitting the questionnaire. 
First, I like to have the thinking 
o f the people whom I represent. 
Seco nd, it makes us aware and 
acquaints us with some of the 
mo re prominent problems to be 


faced by Congress. Third, it pro­ 
vokes thought in matters of gov­ 
ernment, and I hope creates a 
greater interest on the part of 
everyone. 
It is every citizen’s re­ 
sponsibility to be interested in 
the affairs of his government, and

each one personally and have the

Treatment of cotton and wheat 
planting seed that is destined to 
control insects during the growing 
and fruiting season of the plants 
w ill be given try-outs in the Ham­ 
lin area this year. 
Several cotton and wheat farm­ 
ers of the territory this week 
made arrangements to have their 
planting seed treated with Jones’ 
Insekontrol by J. B. Jones of Hin­ 
ton, Oklahoma, 
who was 
here 
demonstrating a 
process which 
he has developed over a period 
of several years. 
Joness poke at weekly lunch­ 
eon meeting of Hamlin Lions Club 
Tuesday noon at the oil mill guest 
house, where he declared demon­ 
strations have proven the effec­ 
tiveness of his process. 
He said 
that tests reveal that insects will 
leave alone plants that grow from 
seed treated wdth his chemicals. 
Although the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture has not 
yet given final approval to Jones’ 
process, the seedsman declared 
that agency had found that the 
chemicals are not harmful to ani­ 
mals and humans consuming the 
products of the treated seed.
